Court ‘Orders Return Of 
Nursing Home’s $45,000 


The $45,000 which the for- 
mer-president- of Home Echo, 
Inc., “borrowed to feed the 
poor,” is expected to soon be 
retumed to the bank account 
of the nursing home. 

Frank Alexander, chairman 
of Home Echo's Board of 
Trustees, said the money is 
expected to be returned to 
Huntington National Bank 
and redeposited.to-the nur- 
sing home's account, 

A ruling by Common Pleas 
Court Judge Frederick T. 
Williams cleared the. legal 
path for the return of the 
funds to the home's account. 
In handing down his ruling, 
Williams held that Mrs, Carrie 
Steward, the 86.year old foun- 
der of the home, “acted 
wrongfully and without 
authority’ in borrowing the 
$45,000 from a nursing home 
to give to the poor. 

He ordered the immediate 
return of the money, frozen 
-by--court-.order in the Ohio 
State Bank, to Home Echo's 
account in the Huntington 
National Bank from which it 
was withdrawn last Sep- 
tember. 

The Huntington bank 
claimed that Mrs. Stewart 
withdrew the money without 
authority-from the nursing 
home trustees. 

Mrs. Stewart, who resides 
at the nursing home, 217 
Hamilton Ave., at a court 
hearing several weeks ago,

**Don’t Bother Me” 
Less Than Great

“Don't Bother Me;1 Cant 
Gope” — That's not as much 
@ personal statement as the 
title of a nearly all-Diack 
show. (one. Puerto-Rican) 
currently playing on Broad- 
way in New York City. 

It is property billed as 
“musical entertainment.” In 
fact, the total production is 
music and choreography. 
More of a concert than a 
musical or a play, the show is 
definitely enjoyable, but only 
on a surface level, A major 
criticism that can be aimed 
its way is that it is merely a 
Tepetoire of songs, with little 
cohesion. A central theme, 
other than a mere reprise of 
earlier songs, would not have 
been ‘difficult to insert. 

“Cont Bother Me" isa 
production of Vinnette 
Carroll's Urban Arts Corps, 
which was created as pilot 
program of the |New York 
State Council on Arts. 
Although professional, some 
of the enthusiasm that is 
visible in local theatres is lost 
in the New York show. 

The entire score — music 
and lyrics — was written by 
Micki Grant, who also is the 
“star.” Ms, Grant does an ad- 
mirable job, ‘however, her 
Stage’ appearances (all-in the 
second half) are fairly drab. 
She stands and sings, much 
as a singer in concert would. 

Vinnette Carroll, who con- 
ceived “Dont Bother Me, | 
Can't Cope,” said in Playbill 
Magazine that the show at-

Our vacation ship, M/S Skyward of the Norwegian Carib- 
bian mi, was 20 minutes off the coast of Cap Haitien, Haiti, 
on Jan. 1, 1973 when We learned of the death of Roberto 
Clemente: 38 year old outstanding outfielder tor the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates ' 

Clemente and four friends had been killed when their 
0C7 cargo plane went down in 80 feet of water about a mile 
off the coast of San Juan, Puerto Rico? They were Carrying 
supplies for victims of the earthquake which wiped out many 
thousands people in Nicaragua. The plan had developed 
engine trouble and was trying to return to the airport 

Our ship dropped anchor a few miles off the coast of 
Cap Haitien and we went by tender to the city. At the time of 
our departure, we hadnt received anymore news about 
Clemente 

After we left Cap Haitien enroute-to the San Souci 
Palace and the Citadelle on top of the mountains, we passed 
through Milot, a village of 6000 black people, There was only 
one school visible from thé toad. We did notice that it had a 
basketball court and a volleyball net tied between two poles. 

Halfway up the mountains, we discarded our dilapidated 
automobiles at San Souci palace and assumed a new sport, 
mule riding, By mule we went three miles up the mountain to 
the Citadelle. This fantastic fortress had been built by King 
Henn Cristophe at a cost of 20,000 lives. The experience we 
gained’ riding those mules made us eligible for the rodeo. 

When we arrived in San Juan, Puerto Rico, on Tuesday, 
Jan. 2 we found the city shocked by the death of the Pitts- 
burgh superstar. Clemente was a national hero to the Puerto 
Ricans. Thousands of motorists turned on their_headlights 
and tied strips-of black cloth to their car antennae ina sign 
of mourning for “The Great One.” 

Before going out of office, Gov. Luis A. Ferre of Puerto 
Rico ordered three days of official mourning on behalf of the 
great Roberto. The newly elected Governor, Rafael Hernan- 
dez, alsoordered the..widespread program of popular 
celebrations cancelled in honor of Clemente. 

Ouring our tour of the city, our guide pointed out the 
various baseball diamonds where Clemente had played as a 
youth, These tittle teague fields appeared to be everywhere. 

We learned in San Juan the Pennsylvania Senate passed 
by unanimous voice-votea_condolence resolution which 
called for the immédiate induction of Clemente into the Hall 
of Fame. 

If Clemente is enshrined in the. Hall of Fame under the 
required five year waiting period after his baseball career en- 
ded, he will not be the first one. The rules were suspended in 
1939 when the late Lou Genrig of the New York Yankees was 
so honored. 

Clemente had been the power behind the Pirates’ 
baseball team, for-many-years. His hitting inthe 1971 World 
Series against Baltimore helped the Pirates to win the world 
championship. He batted 414 and hit two key home runs. 

There were times when {he Pirates fans would boo 
Roberto. Although he batted over 300 for 13 consecutive 
years, Ne didnt ‘seem ‘o receive the accolades like those ex- 
tended to. Willie Mays andjor Hank Aaron. He ended his 
Career with a 318 batting average, 240 home runs, 1305 runs- 
battedin. 

“The Great One,” as he was often called by his admirers, 
was quick to speak his mind. “How come you sportscasters 
always bring up negative things about the Black and Spanish 
players,” he once told a reporter. Clemente was accused of 
being a showboat when he made his basket catch, yet Mays 
didnt recetye any criticism for a-similiar performance. 

Some white writers accused Al Oliver of’ talking too 
much. Onthe other hand, Clemente said these writers aways 
had sometffing nice to say about white players. “Like you 
say, “So arid So; nas a-pretty-wife.and_nice kids. He sells 
stock during the off season.” 

“But, with the non-white player it's “Why dont you like 
the coach?" Or something else that’s controversial. That's 
not fair,” Clemente said. “I'm a man first and a baseball 
player, next. Treat me that way,” he concluded. 

Everyone is familiar with Clemente’s performance on the 
playing field but few people are aware of his work off the 
field. He devoted some of his spare time to the youth of Pitt- 
sburgh by participating in baseball clincis and speaking at 
various clubs 

Every year when Clemente returned to Puerto Rico he 
would conduct baseball clinics for the youngsters of his 
native land. He had a dream of establishing a sports complex 
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tor Puerto Rican youths. He was also interested in spon. 
sorifg a variety of sports: and=seouring.the best coaches 
available to. work with the kids. 

This great Pirate outfielder will be missed in the. Steel 
City next year when the baseball season opens. He and 
Jackie Robinson gave thetr-tives-fighting~ and-working- for 
members of their race. Both men were non-smokers and non- 
drinkers. 

We were still on the high seas when the various bowl 
games started on New Year's. The Alabama-Texas game 
came in loud and clear as we listened to the Longhorns 
come from behind to defeat Alabama 17-13. Roosevelt Leaks, 
the Longhorns’ black fullback. picked up 120 yards. in 25 
carries to help to destroy the Crimson Tide. 

By the time the Cotton Bowl game had ended, the Rose 
Bowl game was.under way. We heard the first half which en- 
ded with the Buckeyes and the Trojans tied at 7.7. Something 
went wrong with the ship's radio in the third quarter, As the 
game faded away we could hear that USC had a 14-10 lead 
on the Buckeyes, 

It was not until we arrived in San Juan on Jan, 2 that we 
learned the final score. We hurried to a newstand to buy a 
Spanish paper. Our high school Spanish didn't help us very 
much but we could tell the Buckeyes were crushed 42-17. 

On Jan. 3% we finally found a paper printed in English; 
the San Jaun Star. Woody Hayes encounter with the! 
newspaper photographer occupied one third of the’ Sports 
page. The headline read “Hayes Denies Assault Charge.” 
The other headline said, “Rogers, USC Prove Themselves.” 

“We didnt make any changes in strategy.” USC Coach 
Jonn McKay said. “We just kicked the pants off them.” 

Tne OSU-USC game statistics were waiting for us when 
we retumed to Columbus on Jan. 6. William M. Wood Jr., the 
son of one of our photographers, W. Mirt Wood, covered the 
Rose Bowl game for The Call & Post. 

After reviewing this report, we noticed Woody Hayes had 
pulled. several surprises in trying to upset the powerful 
“Trojans, in the third quarter, Woody sent Cornelius Greene in 
with the receiving team. Green returned the ball from the 15 
to the 29 for 14 yards. 
~~ Green's second effort came after California had scored 
its 35th point. On the ensuing kickoff, Cornelius started on 


Ohio's four yard line and returned it for 28 yards to the’ 


Buckeye's 32. The Trojans soon scored their 42nd point and 
again the kickoff went to Greene. He returned it for 14 yards 
but the Bucks were caught for clipping. On kickoff returns, 
Green was credited with 56 yards for his three efforts, This 
was the first varsity game Green had played since the North 
Carolina contest 

We also noticed that Kevin Fletcher kicked off for the 
Buckeyes to open the third quarter, By using Fletcher, 
Woody was adding a little more speed to his offensive unit. 
Fletcher again tried an onside kick after the Bucks had made 
a field goal. Ken Kuhn had been kicking off for the Bucks,

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WASHINGTON -— (NBNS) — A little-known but far- 
reaching black organization in the South can be added to the 
growing number of black organizations and institutions 
which are acting on the principle preached by Maticolm X: 
“cand is the basis of all independence.” 

“Perhapethe largest and best known of these organization 
is the Nation of Islam which has from‘is inception taught the 
importance af land ownership. 

» ‘More recently established organizations adhering to this 
principle include the Imamu Baraka-led Committee for a 
Unitied Néwhik in New Jersey and the Republic of New 


Africa which has attempted to establish a sovereign territory 
in Mississippi. 


Stokely Garmichael's newly emerging All-African Peoples 
Revolutionary Party and the Youth Organization for Black 
Unity altSc-espouse a “African-oriented land is the basis for 
independenas” philosophy 

Now beginning to attract national attention is Penn Com- 
oun Services, a black self-help organization in Frogmore. 

Penn Selvices was founded by white New Englanders 
following theOivil War to help the newly-freed slaves ‘begin 
to farm tor themselves some ot the land on which their labor 
had made fleeing white plantation owners rich. 

Bbt in the last three years, blacks have come to 


dominate and run the former white philanthropic organi- 
zation 


Within the fast year, under the leadership of executive 
director John Gadson, Sr., Penn Services has undertaken a 
far-reaching project to rescue black-owned land. from un- 
Scrupulous and greedy white lawyers. who. have through 
chicanery taken advantage of old black land owners. Some 
of the land owners have come upon financial hard times 
since farming ceased to be economically productive for 
small farmers, particularly blacks. * 

From reasons ranging from outright fraud to honest 
sales made when blacks moved from the area, most of the 
nearty 15 million acres accumulated by blacks during the late 
19th and early 20th centuries has been’ lost. 

US. Gengus Bureau figures show that only 5 million of 
the one billion acres of agricultural land in the country are 
owned by blacks. And the trend is constantly. downward. 

Penn Services is meeting no small degree of success in 
beginning to reverse that discouraging trend, and Director 
Gadson explains. why: 

“The ownership of land by black people in the South is 
reflected in their attitudes,” he says. “Black people in the 
South led the fight for civil rights and social changes 
becasue black people here have owned land their homes and 
that’s part.of their character. It may not be very substantial 


but it gives a feeling of independence.” 

Thus Gadson unconsciously traces the arguments of 
more politically-oriented advocates ot black independence 

The Penn Services director explains the conditions that 
brought about the loss of land by black owners, and tells of 
his’ organization's activities providing educational infor- 
mation and legal advice, as well as financial assistance to 
threatened black land owners. = — 

“Since the moving from the South to the North there was 
less use of the land for farming and our people just didn't 
realize the other potential economic value of the land,” Gad- 
son said. 

“Some of it was left unattended by old people who didn't 
know its value beyond farming, but much of it has been lost 
to unscrupulous white people (mainly lawyers) ripping off 
black land’ oe 

With the help of the New York-based Black Economic 
Research Center headed by black economist Robert Brown, 
the Penn Services idea is being spread across the South. 

“Black people are very serious about land,” Gadson 
says in explaining the growth of the Penn Services land 
rescue program. "We think land constitutes the greatest 
potential economic asset owned’ by black people in the 
South — other than their own bodies.” 

“Many times it is not developed and the owners are not 
receiving value from it, but the potential is there," Gadson

Biacks Recognize Value Of Land Ownership, 
Are Starting To Organize To Purch

stresses. 

So far the South Carolina organization has not been able 
to actually retrieve land that was swindled from its owners, 
but it has met with noteworthy success in assisting other 
black owners in holding on to theirs in the face of. economic 
threats. 

“We have prevented the loss of several thousands of 
acres of land," reports Gadson, “by preventing foreclosures, 
providing legal assistance to 60°to- 75 people tast year-and 
renegotiating and reinterpreting contracts and securing title 
clearances 

“So far we haven't actually gone to court and got back 
any land, because we aren't strong enough yet. But we are 
trying to get the necessary legal assistance to do so,” 

Gadson currently is discussing the matter with the 
NAACP Legal Defense Fund 

"We are also teaching the people the importance of 
making out wills,” Gadson reports. “You know black people 
have not customarily done that because they shared land 
with the family.” explaining a tradition that can be traced 
back to” pre-colonial African communalism, where land 
belonged to all the people, instead of being claimed by in- 
dividual landowners, as in European societies. 

Other legal assistance is provided as a result of a daily 
review of the newspapers in six counties — Beaufort, Jasper, 
Hampton, Collerton, Charleston and Dorchester -- for legal 
notices, foreclosures and tax sales. 

So far dependent on local black lawyers, Gadson is 
issuing an urgent call for black lawyers and other black 
people with skills to assist Penn Services in its pioneering ef- 
fort of land rescue. 


“it's difficult for blacks to go to the law firms here for . 


help, because they will not take the-cases if other white law 
firms or other prominent white people are involved in 
questionable deals,” Gadson says. , 
“And it's not safe for black people to go to those firms 
anyway because some people come out in worse shape on 
the deal than they went in,” he charges, mentioning the case 
of an olderblack woman whose land and home were lost toa 
white tawyer who. was supposed to have been helping her. 
The lawyer allowed the taxes to fapse and bought the land 
back himself when the county sold it to-collect,its back: taxes, 


Other areas in which skills and resources are needed in-- 


clude: investment capital, economic development, and com- 
munications, in writing particularly. 

“We need black investment capital to turn land into 
economically valuable property. There's a good opportunity 
here in the area of economic development,” Gadson says. 

He said people with writing skills are especially needed 
to help communicate the “Penn message” to other black 
people all over the country. 

Since the program began other groups are attempting 
the same kind of action. Economist Robert Brown has formed 
a group called. Emergency Land Trust which Gadson calls 
“the most developed group as faras locating money “some- 
where in California,” Gadson-has heard. 


The Penn Services director says his. group is not hooked: ; 
up at this time with any political groups advocating land 


ownership as a basis for. political independence because, he 
says;""we" don't’ want to» move-too fast and scare people 
away.” 

“We're just showing that a few people are actually doing 
what is being verbalized- about,” -he said,

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The 93rd Congress-Expectations 


Few black Americans seem con- 
scious of the effect that legislative 
bodies, local, state and federal . 

have on their well-being. As a con~ 
sequence there continues to- be a 
disgraceful lack of participation 
among black voters in the crucial 
contests that place, much too 
frequently, men without special 
talent or ability into policymaking 
and legislative offices. 

As the 93rd Congress gets under-. 
way, this lack of really outstanding 
leaders was never more evident, 
and this is particularly true of men 
who can be counted upon to give 
leadership to legislation designed 
to. improve the lot of the nation's 
poor and black citizens. 

In the Senate, the one leader of 
stature likely to be interested in 
such legislation is its lone black 
member, Senator Brooke of 
Massachusetts. Our old friend 
Senator Humphrey will still be 
around. after two whirls at the 
Presidency, but his once outstan- 
ding influence has appreciably 
eroded in the last several years. 

in the House of Representatives, 
the “Black Congressional Caucus" 
will have to carry the burden for 
minority Americans, and their in- 
fluence continues to be negligible. 
The major figures in the coming 
contlict between the Nixon-“Ad- 
ministration and the Congress, now 
in open resentment over its loss of 
Stature and independence, are men 
like Majority Leader Mike Mansfield 
in the Senate, and newly-elected 
Thomas (Tip) O'Neill, a 60-year-old 
replacement for the late Hale 
Boggs. 

Neither of these men have in- 
dicated any active or dedicated in- 
terest in the problems of the 
nation’s largest minority, and are 
more likely to be concemed with 


' @foding Republican power than in 


meaningful reforms on ‘the civil 
" fights front. 

Unless this imminent struggle 
between the White House and the 
Congress brings into focus the 
possibility that the elections of 1976 


will hinge on the direction of the 
black vote, there is little reasons to 
expect more than weak com- 
promises..in. the legislative areas 
that directly effect the nation's poor 
and black citizens, 

Under President Nixon, 4 great 
deal of liberal legislation suffered 
the President's pocket veto. Others 
never got through the mill. Among 
these were a complex national 
health program, a consumer protec- 
tion agency blocked by.a Seriate 
filibuster, an increase in “the 
minimum hourly wage to $2 per 
hour, no-fault insurance, com- 
prehensive housing, pension plan 
reforms, compensation for crime 
victims, and effective welfare 
reforms. 


First test of power between the 
Congress and the Administration 
wilt come during the early days of 
the session, when an attempt by the 
Democratic-controlied Congress 
will be made to cut off funds for the 
war in Indo-China. The resumption - 
of bombing in Vietnam on such a 
massive scale has put the President 
on the defensive, and unless a 
cease-fire materializes very soon, 
the Housé and Senate may make 
book together on an effort to stop 
the war by legislation. : 

* There is also. some indication that 
many. Republicans Can” be’ ~per- 
suaded to support a bill, sponsored 
by Sen. Jacob Javits, to curtail the 
war.making powers of the White 
House. 

Nationally, we watch a federal 
Congress controlled by Democrats 
at war with a Republican ad- 
ministration. In Ohio the roles are 
reversed, but the stakes for the 
average citizen are equally as high. 

What kind of men have we elec- 
ted (or failed to elect) to these 
bodies? If, as most observers 
believe, that. the majority are 
mediocre, elected because of at- 
tractive names or effective 
demagogery, the outcome, in the 
final analysis will be that we have 
fashoined our own plight. 


A Note To “Hot Goods" Buyers 


Throughout the year old 1972, 
The CALL & POST, almost without 
exception, carried stories in each of 
its: 52 editions concerning. black 
citizens being victimized by their 
own brothers and sisters. The 
Columbus CALL & POST edition 
last week, published a front page 
article on burglaries and robberies 
of blacks by vicious hoodiums of 
their own race, 


Although the robbery-burglar 
reports were taken directly from the 
official record of the Columbus 
Police Department, the same 
disgraceful information could have 
been supplied by police depart- 
ments in Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Dayton, Toledo or in any other of 
our metropolitan. cities. 


In a vast majority of the reports, 
color television sets, expensive 
stereo and recording outfits were 
the main target.of the bold and low- 
bred hoods who viciously prey-on 
their own people to feed their lust 
for whatever their wretched souls 


call for. 


The perpetrators of these sordid 
crimes are unlikely to take 
cognizance of these editorial com- 
ments, But there are others who are 
"just as guilty as those who commit 
the burglaries and robberies, and 


hopefully they will glance at these 


comments, perhaps while sipping 
their favorite beverages and taking 
in the enchanting sounds from one 
of the stolen stereos resting in their 
plush “rec+rooms" or in their com- 
fortable living quarters. 


We make this suggestion 
because it is the buyers of these 
stolen goods who keep the burglars 

_ in business, Jt is these “hot goods” 
. purchasers, many regarded and 
respected as dedicated community 


leaders; the cream-of our so-called 
societyyand who seldom miss wor- 
ship service on Sunday, that assure 
the thieves of a ready market for 
their ii-gotten plunder, 

if these burglaries and breakins, 
both in the daylight and after 
darkness. are to be Cutdown, the 
market outlet for the stolen articles 
must be blocked. Because of the 
chances of being caught, burglars 
shy away from pawn brokers and 
otfhiershady licensed dealers who 
under law, must keep a record of all 
items they take in or make loans on.

Ellis. Ross, Executive Director of the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission, who was 
recently cited by Gov. Gilligan for his 
outstanding service to the commission, 
is on the way out, according’ to-a 
published report. Ross, a Republican 
appointed by former Gov. James A. 
Rhodes, was issued a commendation 
certificate by Gilligan last summer. 

Although it had been expected that 
the Gilligan Administration would 
replace Ross as soon as it succeeded 
in. taking control of the. five-member 
commission, Gilligan's citation tended 
to scotch this thinking. But. according 
to a story published in Scripps-Howard 
Newspapers ast week, Gilligan's ad- 
ministration has begun a “quiet hunt” 
for a replacement for Ross. 

Ross joined the commission soon af- 
ter its organization back in 1959, and 
worked as a regional director and on 
the central staff before he was tapped 
for his present post by Rhodes in 1963. 
Clingan Jackson of Youngstown, a 
Democrat, is the only member of the 
commission who was around when 
Ross came aboard, - 

The Commission has been under 
contro! of the Gilligan administration 
since the appointment of James Fried- 
man of Cleveland, who was designated 
by Gilligan as chairman, three months 
ago. Rev. Samuel R, Wright, Cincinnati, 
also a Democrat, was named to the 
commission last spring, With the 
Democrat combination of Friedman, 
Jackson and Wright in power, the two 
Black Republicans, David White, 
Columbus and. Frank Troy, Toledo, are 
not in any position to block a decision 
to remove Ross. 

Wright, pastor of Mt. Zion Methodist 
Church, indicated his strong friendship ;

swearingin by Gilligan’ last summer.

welfare, Crime, Unemployment and law 
‘and order that produced this record 
white backlash. 

Since none of these issues afe— 
anywhere near settlement, they will 
therefore, be influencing, one way OF 
another , public opinion in 1973. 

How will the Nixon administration be 
affected by this white backlasn? What 
effect will it-have on Congress, or our 
state legislature and even the 
Cleveland mayeralty race this year. 

Regrettably, there is little evidence 
that our people are knowledgeabie of 
the situation they face. Too few really 
know' what happened in the 1972 elec- 
tions, 

Regrettably, more often than not, the 
other side usually knows more. about 
our situations than we do ourselves. 

A new book that was released. this 
week, carries the results of an exten- 
sive opinion polling report on Black 
Americans. ‘The book, “State of the 
Nation,” is edited by Willlam Watts and 
Lioyd A. Free, it combines objective 
analysis of trends in major U.S. policy 
areas with a systematic examination 
through__sampling of where the 
‘American people fee! they stand, both 
personally and as a nation. 

This report shows that."the problem 
of Black Americans,” is almost at the 
bottom of national concems. ‘ 

This fact should of course , alarm 
every Negro leader, aS well as being a 
waming to-all Black people. When the 
problems of 24-million Black people are 
of the lowest concern of the nation, we 
had better be concerned. 

Despite the fact that the survey 
shows that we are least of the nation's 
concem, the polling nevertheless, 
shows that the Black Americans: 


“yiew=the nation’s progress: over. the: 
past five years more positively than 
nearly every other group in society. 

Ara significantly more optimistic about 
their personal futures than whites, 


yet 
Feet less satisfied at present with their 
personal lives than whites feel, 
regardiess of income level. 
Support federal spending for domestic 
problems. more widely than any 
other group of Americans, yet 
Face the reality that additional govern- 
spénding “to help improve 
the. situation of black American’ 
now has the nation’s third4owest 
domestic priority ~ above only 
welfare and space -- afd that ‘the 
problem of “black Americans’ is 
aimost at the, bottom of national

During my service as @ World: War ti 
corespondent, | made my first contact 
with Australian newsmen, and to my 
pleasant surpdse, discovered that they 
are among the most outgoing, friend- 
liest_people in the world. This opinion 
was bolstered during my much too 
short stay in Brisbane and Sydney, two 
of the country's targest metropolitan 
areas, during which my newfound 
friends played jovial hosts. 

Nevertheless, | could not fail to 
notice that the influx of black-skinned 

Americar Gts was-causing 2:stir among 
certain gentry in both cities, and as 8 
result of my investigations learned that 
Australia had long maintained”a barrier 
against the immigration of colored 
people, either blacks or mixed races, 
though the “invading” Gls, who had 
helped save the Austrailian skin from 
the Japanese,’ were regarded as 
“visitors” who should, for the most part 
be treated with courtesy. 

. ‘The resentment against their 
presence in large numbers, particularly 
around Brisbane, was a natural out- 
growth of the enthusiasm for these 
handsome brutes manifested on the 
part of Australian lassies, and inspired 
by racist white Gls who found the com- 
petition both shocking and frustrating. 

It is thus with some pleasure that | 
note that Australia has now officially 
barred skin color for consideration in 
the* admission of lmmigrants or pro- 
spective settlers, a built-in barrier 
against black immigration dating back 
to 1901, in the wake of an alarming in- 
crease of Chinese gold-seekers and in- 
dentured plantation laborers trom 
Pacific islands. 

The Australian government,signalied 
a slight change of heart after World 
War I\, when it embarked upon a large- 
scale immigration program that brought 
in some three million settlers to boost 
the population of the continent up to 
about 13 million souls. It was about this 
time that some modification in- the 
racial restrictions took place, letting in 
& few non-whites and permitting them 
jo become citizens atter extended 
residence, first set at 15 years and later 
reduced to five years. . 

A more recent relaxation admitted

New Year Should Be New Beginning 


The year 1972 ended in much thé 
same spirit of confusion in which it 
began. it was a year that brought few 
victories to black people and to other 
minorities, and some setbacks. It was a 
year that saw the nation adrift, without 
that sense of purpose that has 
Categorized other, better years in its 
history, 

The mood of drift and confusion, was 
highlighted by a Louls Harris poll that 
reported early in December that over 
four in ten Americans “still feel largely 
alienated Jtoward. the system under 
which they live.’ The poll found large 
numbers of Americans afflicted with 
feelings of powerlessness and of being 
exploited. 

Such feelings ran strongest among 
several key groups in the popylation -- 

\ young people, union members, poor 

people, and blacks. No country can af- 

| ford such widespread alienation, least 
| of all a country with such tremendous 
| world-wide responsibilities and impact 
| as the United States has. 
But instead of taking steps to relieve 
| the divisions in our society, many 
events in the past year only reinforced 
| them, Instead of concentrating its 
| energies on improving education and 
on creating new job opportunities, the 
nation became obsessed by such ar- 
tificial issues as busing and quotas. 
: { Many of the country's actions 
seemed_out of touch with reality, For 
example, unsubstantiated reports of 
racial killings by a black murder gang 
were headlined for many days a few 
| months ago. We are’still waiting for any 
evidence of truth to such malicious 
allegations, apc 

But while this was a leading topic for 
the media, the reat truth about racial 
violence came toward the close of the 
year, when a blue-ribbon investigating 
Panel found that two black youths had 
been “killed at Southern University 
through the irresponsible actions of 
police officers. The next day, New York 
City's’ Commission on Human Rights 
reported that there was ‘‘a dangerous 
pattem” of violence against blacks ‘in 
some sections of the city.

The Lyndon Baines Jonnson Library in 
Texas, last month. 

There, many people active in the civil 
rights movement, in law, the social 
science: and politics, tried to assess 


Some very great things were done in 
those. few short years -- official 
segregation was abolished, significant 
economic and political advances were 
made by minorities, etc, But the at- 
mosphere of the nation has changed so 
drastically since that time that it 
seemed as if we were discussing an era 
long past. 

As we enter 1973, | believe there will 
Nave to be a determiried effort to recap- 
ture, if not the specifics, then at least’ 
the mood of the 1960's. The new year 
should mark a new beginning, a 
rededication to the goals of freedom 
and justice for alJ. The spiritual vacuum 
must be filled by concern for the —_ 
problems of poverty, of racial disadvan. 
tage, and social progress. 

The reason for the-drift- and confu- 
sion among so many people is their 
perception that-the society is rigid and 
unwilling to make the constructive 
changes so necessary and so long 


. overdue. We enter 1973 divided and

troubled but firm leadershiip, a 
rediscovery of democratic value, and 
definite action to deal with our real 
problems. can help turn that attitude 
around=it's time to~ start: fresh; 


_ Needed, as Nathan Hare once said, is a 


division. of labor among black feader-. 
ship. While we need inspirational, 
charismatic and philosophical leader- 
ship, we are going to need sisters and 
brothers. who divide up the various 
responsibilities in the struggle for black 
liberation. The day that we ascribe alt 
the responsibilities to one leader, 
whether it is a Booker T. Washington.in 
the -post-Reconstruction period or a 
Martin Luther King Jr., in the early 
1960's, is over! 

No one leader is going to be able to 
unite all black people, whether in 
Chicago or anywhere else in the United 
States, THéfe will be no more Moses to 
lead us Out of Egypt into the Promised 
Land, The messianic syndrome’ in 
which the black communities have 
been, caught up, is over. A new type of 
leadership must survive in order for the 
black community to survive in America 
(the entire continent), Leadership (if the 
black power and black studies 
movements mean anything) must come 
from sundry places. and be developed 
by sundry people. 

There are those who must be opinion 
makers; there are those who must be 
community organizers; there are those 
who must be technicians. We must 
develop” leadership-"in~ ali phases of 
black life and struggle and stop 
telegating leadership to the 
homogeneity of the few. Real leader- 
ship must be developed on local and 
regional bases; less emphasis_must be 
placed.on “national” leadership and 
more on building it from the bottom,

Cruelty To Jews Unparalleled 


For years, we colored people have 
lambasted the white man because of 
the way our ancestral slave, folks were 
treated — beaten, never starved but kept 
in a place back in shanties, walking in 
the streets as white folks had to use the 
sidewalk, sold. at will, stripped from 
families in sales and any other horrible 
experience one could-think of as prac- 
ticed in slavery, including a husband 
watching the master enter the cabin to 
co-nabit with the slave wife at will, 
Nasty business, very nasty business. 

While looking over a scholarly body 
of notes. on-the Spanish inquisition, | 
leamed the slaves didn? fare so badly 
The notes revealed that Jews went 
through hell incarnate during those 
days. 

Slavery on the American plantation 
was easy compared to the Inquisitions’ 
attempts to purify Spanish blood of 
Jewish and Moorish traits. The task was 
tremendous but the cruelty exercised in 
the name of God, Jesus and the Holy 
mother, Mary, hardly’had any parallel in 
American history. They, too, were Jews 

To begin with, a man could have 
easily been accused of being a heretic-- 
who said so? The accused never lear- 
ned. There were many approaches to it 
all but normally his belongings were 
seized while he was waiting for trial, 
and he may have had to wait up to six 
to ten years for a trial. His jail was a 
stone floor and a stone block wall 
during that time. His family was 
reduced to beggary if they were not ac- 
cused at the same time: The accusor — . 
‘a-jealous -neighbor,a-stool-pigeon—in 
the hire of the Inquisition to expose 
heresy. 

_ . There_were. literally families ruined 
because thé inquisitors generally kept 
their property and in many cases they 
were ordinary men who had been vir- 
tually poor suddenly revelling in luxury 
through confiscation. The Jew's white 
face could not be distinguished from 
other.white faces so he was required to 
wear yellow’ clothes to set him aside 
from the Spanish. This practice against 
Jews was also prevalent in Europe.

“When people begin to 
return to your center time af- 
ter time for assistance,” 
noted Floyde Goode, director 
of CMACAO's Northeast 
Neighborhood Action Center, 
1494 Cleveland Ave. “you 
know that you've become an 
integral part of the neighbor- 


The” neighborhood served 
by the center is bordered by 
Hudson St., north; Reynolds 
Ave., south; Sunbury Ad., 
east, and the Penn Central 
Railroad, west. “We suffer 
from many of the problems 
that are becoming typical of 
inner city areas,” Goode.em- 
phasized. “The center's ad- 
visory council examines 
these problems and then 
establishes. the center's 
priorities." 

Unemployment, according 
to the director, is the area's 
worst problem. "The 
economic situation is 
dominating the scene,” 
Goode emphasized. “Unem- 
ployment in our area is close 
to 15 per cent which is a lot 
higher than the general rate 
_ of unemployment. This keeps 
a lot of people in poverty 
which explains why the cen- 
ter's manpower service is one 
of its strongest facets.”

program. “Placement fluc- 
tuates, and a lot of people 
just aren't hiring now,” he ex~ 
plained. “Considering the 
economic picture, | think 
we've done fairly weil.” 

In addition to Ms. Betty 
Newland, the CMACAO man- 
power specialist at the cen- 
ter, an individual from” the 
Ohio-Bureauof- Employment 
Services (OBES) is at the 
center on Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

According to Onnie Hinkle, 
chairman of the center's ad- 
visory council and 
CMACAO's second vice 
president, the council has 
been particularly instru- 
mental in bringing the area's 
housing..problem to. the at- 
tention of the center's staff. 
“This neighborhood is ter- 
med a ‘congested area’ 
meaning. that the available 
housing has become over- 
crowded,” Hinkle stated. “It's 
a familiar story of wealthier 
whites leaving, and greater 
numbers of poor Blacks 
moving in. Those who could 
barely afford to buy a house 
found that they couldn't 
maintain the upkeep, and the 
overcrowded conditions have 
placed too great a pressure 
on the existing services. 

“We need to have 
something._like low-interest 
home repair loans if we're 
going to stop further 
deterioration of the housing,” 
Hinkle. noted. 

In. a related area, Hinkle” 
also believes that the neigh- 
borhood schools have been 
neglected since the area's 
population became in- 
creasingly Black. Moreover, 
he believes that area youth 
are further penalized by the 
lack of recreational activities. 

“We have young people in 
the area, 17 to 24 years old, 
and there's absolutely 
nothing for them to do,""he 
declared.‘ The» —unem- 
ployment rate among this age 
group is higher ‘than any 
other group. They. have no 
money to go on to college, 
and eventually they end up 
on the street. 

“We need more vocational 


training in our schools such. 


as, CMACAO's Youth 
Development: Program offers 
with the Expo-Printing shop,” 
Hinkle maintained. “That's 
the only way these kids are 
going to develop skills which 
are in demand on the job 
market.”
